Dear Kirby: 


I -want you to have the cable message which I 
received, from Mahatma Gandhi yesterday. I am publishing 
it in the next available issue of my paper. Unity, which 
is March 23rd, and I would like you therefore to regard it 
as confidential until that date, although I am perfectly willing 
to have you use it in any way you may care to do so as a 
general basis for editorial comment. You will note that the 
message is an answer to a cable inquiry which I sent him. 

The message follows: 

"TEAMS. NOTHING ON IMPORTANT ISSUES YOU 
MENTION WAS SETTLED OR COULD BE SETTLED BUT DOOR 
KEPT OPEN FOR RAISING THESE QUESTIONS. CONGRESS 
ENTERS CONFERENCE WITH DETERMINATION TO GAIN THESE 
POINTS. SETTLEMENT IS PROVISIONAL AND IF CONGRESS 
POSITION CANNOT BE REACHED THROUGH CONFERENCE 
CONGRESS MIGHT HAVE TO READOPT METHOD OF SUFFERING 
AND CIVIL DISOBEDIENCE." 



This message amply confirms my faith, unshaken 
at any time, that Gandhi knows precisely what He is doing. 

He realizes that the outcome of the Lond off Conference was 
a, victory, primarily due to the tremendous pressure which 
was exerted by his successful campaign in India. Having 
won this victory, he has granted to the enemy a truoe, 
practically on his own terms, and will no*organize the 
next step in his campaign for the next victory. Nothing in the 
recent agreement is final - everything is provisional. There 
is not the slightest chance that Gandhi will compromise or 
abandon his campaign or stop it anywhere short of its ultimate 
objective of what he has called "the substance of independence.

My dear Kirby: 


A speaking trip out of town together with an unus¬ 
ually heavy schedule here has prevented the earlier writing of 
this letter. As it is, I am hammering it out myself, as my 
secretary is loaded for the rest of this week. 

The reverberation of echoes from your addresses 
here does not lessen. In a sense, one might almost say that there 
is a delayed response. People have been thinking about what you 
said, the meaning has soaked In, and some at least who had done 
little thinking before are beginning to get the implications. 

This is true of a good many faculty, as well as of the younger 
generation. On Sunday afternoon I met a professor of whom I had 
always thought as a confirmed conservative. He did not know how 
intimate a connection I had had With your coming. He asked me how 
I liked your meetings. I expressed my approval, but added that 
it was rather strong doctrine for some people. He replied that he 
thought it was the finest series of addresses that had ever been 
given at Cornell,- and he has been here since shortly after the 
year one. 

Referring now to Dr. Ott’s idea of personalizing or 
popularizing The World Tomorrow, of which I said I would wrote you. 
It has possibilities, though your prompt response to the suggestion 
that the World Tomorrow had a definite field and that many projects 
lay outside that field indicated that a definite shift in policy 
would result if this suggestion were followed , This would seem 
to show t.iat you had your eye on a certain economic and social 
point of view which you wished to get across to your readers. The 
suggestion of Dr. Ott proposes projects, at first mainly local, 
in socialized living, with an exchange of experience, out of which 
participants will discover for themselves the possibilities of 
the better World Tomorrow, These projects should start in your 
chosen fields of economics, sociology, and race relationships, 
but if person-centered you can no longer draw the sharp, hard and 
fast line of distinction if they take the participants over into 
the whole of life. 

The distinction is exactly paralleled by the present 
controversy in the field of education between the pu^il centered 
curriculum and the subject-content curriculum. In one case the 
professor has discovered the truth and is teaching it, supposedly, 
to the pupil. In that case the truth can be sorted and put into 
exact categories. In the other case the pupil is experimenting 
under wise guidance, with the expectation that he will discover 





truth for himself. Discovered truth is a part of ones own life 
and automatically is carried into action. Taught truth is theoretical, 
and often leaves a gap between theory and practise, gather, there is 
always such a gap, but in the old method the gap is much greater. 

Perhaps I can illustrate what I have been saying by referring 
to an invitation from the Presbyterian Church of Ithaca to the two 
colored churches to worship with them on the Sunday evening that you 
spoke here. This is the first time that such a thing has happened 
in Ithaca, in the 135 years of the history of this church, though 
Ithaca was long a center of the Underground Railway. This Presbyterian 
Church is perhaps the most socially proud institution in the town. 

A few people of the church objected, but they could not say muoh 
because the pastor who led in the invitation was a Southerner, the son 
of slave holders, and the movement was sponsored by the most popular 
young man in the church, the son of one of the oldest families. The 
(Colored people were so deeply moved that they brought three choirs, 
with very special music, from their own churches, including the 
children, and they brought from Auburn an additional choir of twenty 
young men, to sing the negro spirituals. This ohoirnrvas entertained 
at supper by the university students in the church. 

This illustrated my point about about discovering truth 
for ones self, by undertaking a local project. This meeting deeply 
affectdd all concerned for the good; and the people had to put their 
own emotions to the test. A tie of emotional friendship and mutual 
confidence was knit among people who had before met chiefly on the 
basis of servant and master . 

From the point of view of your definition of the field of the 
World Tomorrow this project would probably have toebn ruled out as 
fundamentally and originally religious. But as I have said as soon 
as you begin to get these things over into the realm of life, you can 
not draw hard and fast lines of distinction. But the world tomorrow 
is going to be a world of people and relationships inextricably knit 
together. 


The illustration ’which I started to give you of the rural 
orkors supported by the churches of Ithaca doing undenominational 
work in the schools and villages of Tompkins County, but which you so 
quickly rejected as not within your field has very important economic 
and social aspects; and may be treated fundamentally from those points 
of view. Again you might say teat the county library wagon is 
educational, but as a project it is a part of the great discovery by 
by the people who participate, and such discoveries axe essential to 
the socialized world which you vision for tomorrow. The corn growing 
and pig raising contests you would perhaps class as agricultural, but 
I see social aspects to all these things. From this broader point 
of view you could find innumerable local projects for exchange of 
ideas,- if treated asogoing to make up the improved world we are to 
live in tomorrow. 

Projects more distinctly within your field which I might 
mention, but every one of which has aspects in practise outside your 
field are The League of Nations Model Assembly, The Cornell in China 
Enterprise, The Cosmopolitan Clubs, the Annual International Dinner, 
Student Summer Service Groups in Industry, Students with the Migrant 




Workers, Commonwealth and Rhodes Scholarships, Exchange Lectureships 
and Professorships; The Annual International Dinner, Citizenship 
Training for Naturalization in the West Side Settlement, - these are 
just a few starters that occur to me of things that are going on in 
this oommunity that might go into a correspondence project page 
for the exchange of ideas. 

Just where you would wish to draw the line delimiting your 
field I do not know. To me the lines are very sketchy when applied 
to actual life. None of these thaaings may appeal to you. I can 
conceive of such a page or department in your paper, running parallel 
to the rest of the paper much as it runs at present. If you get into 
the applied field however, and get to looking at it from the point 
of the people where they are now, I would surmise that eventually 
such a page would somewhat influence the point of tolew and policy 
of the paper as a whole, I urge nothing. I merely try to state the 
situation as I see it.
